A rider who is going to do well in the 
International Six Days Trial needs many 
things besides just riding skill. Among 
others he needs a very good machine 
and lots of luck. Gene Cannady and 
Steve Hurd are two American riders 
who are going to Czechoslovakia with 
both of these advantages built in, so to 
speak. They will be riding Jawa Six Day 
bikes in the country where they are 
manufactured, which means they can 
count on well-prepared machines and an 
uncommon.amount of luck. 

Luck may take the form of a Czech 
farmer who sees a Jawa in trouble and 
“happens” to have a spare inner tube of 
the just the right size, or a chain that he 
doesn’t know what to do with. It may 
take the form of a Czechscrutineer who 
doesn’t notice that an engine is being 
rebuilt four feet from his nose, or it 
may take the form of bunch of students 
who, having nothing better to do, 
decide to pull a motorcycle out of 
handlebar-deep mud. Being Czech 
students, they will naturally prefer to 
pull on the handlebars of a Jawa. 

Since the Jawa is relatively unknown 
in this country, when Cycle News found 
out that Gene Cannady had one on 
which he was practising, they sent me 
over to take some pictures of it and talk 
to Gene about his new bike. From what 
has been written about the Jawa ISDT 
bike, I had expected something 
resembling a cross between a 
motorcycle and bulldozer that had been 
formed with a stone axe and a dull 
chisel. Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. 

It’s true that the finish on the Jawa is 
not what one would expect on a road 
bike, but it is pleasant enough. The 
fiberglass gas tank is a bit rough, but the 
fenders are smooth, the painting is 
neatly done and welds are workmanlike, 
It is evident from looking at it that the 
Jawa is immensely strong, but this is 
simply in keeping with its function: 
ISDT competition. You would be hard 
pressed to discover anything on the bike 
that you would want smaller or would 
want to eliminate in view of its 
function. Its possible that the Jawa 
trophy team will have somewhat 
different bikes, built of more exotic 
materials, but its unlikely that they will 
look much different. As Gene 
commented, ‘The bike weighs 285 
pounds anda . 285 pound bike in the 
250 class is going to be a bit slow, so I 
would think that the Czech Trophy 
team will have a lighter, faster version.” 

The engineering that has preceeded 
this bike is truely impressive. The rear 
wheel is detachable in seconds and a 
center stand is provided to make the job 
even easier. The chain, which is 
completely ~ enclosed, need not be 
touched. The rear of the chain enclosure 
is removable (just two screws) for 
adjustment and lubrication. The chain is 
one piece, no master link. The theory is 
that the master link is the weakest part, 
so why not eliminate it? Gene is not 
convinced of the wisdom of this 
approach though, and might put a 
master link in his so that he could fit it 
if he had trouble. 

The carburetor is the CZ type with 
all the adjustments on the same side, 
including an external pilot jet. You can 
change pilot jets in seconds. Ignition 
problems should be virtually 
non-existant because there is a dual 
ignition system, including dual coils, 
plugs and condensors. The rider can 





choose either or both systems with the 
aid of two toggle switches under the 
tank. The points can be reached by 
removing a magnesium cover held in 
place by two screws. Both the seat and 
the gas tank can be removed in a few 
seconds. Each is held in place by one 
nut. Removing the seat allows access to 
the air filter element, a gigantic 
coffee-can sized paper type, housed in a 
box that would allow running in water 
up the seat level. Gene replaced the 
paper element with a Filtron, 
commenting that “Paper just doesn’t 
cut it around here.” The size of the 
element is such that he will probably be 
able to go the entire Six days without 
changing it. 

The only thing on the bike which is 
really unconventional is the kick starter 
which is connected directly to the 
crankshaft and operates in a forward 
motion. It takes a bit of adjustment, but 
in some situations it could be more

“I've got over 300 miles of hard trailing, 
bouncing over rocks, and such, and I’ve yet to 
tighten a bolt or a spoke; nothing's fallen off. 
There are no dents in the rims. It’s really a 
strong bike,”

practical than the more usual type, and 
there’s less to go wrong with it. The 
footpegs are non-folding mild steel 
types. Gene remarked that he bent them 
a couple times and was able to simply 
straighten them out with a rock. 


The Jawa comes with a set of tools 
and spare parts that is absolutely unreal. 
Besides a full set of decent quality 
wrenches, there is a special folding 
screw driver with two blades, and a 
combination wrench that fits all the 
nuts on the rear wheel. Two little parts 
cans are included. One contains a full 
set of spare light bulbs and the other has 
miscellaneous parts, extra nuts and 
bolts, a spare set of points, a spare 
carburetor return spring, some extra 
valve cores and caps, and a full jet 
block. Also in the tool kit are extra 
cables, rubber bands, and even about 
three feet of baling wire. One unusual 
item is an air bottle that weighs about 
three pounds complete with brass 
fittings. Gene says, “That’s the biggest 
one I’ve ever seen. I have some of those 
little CO2 cartridges that you get from 
Webco with a little adaptor for the valve 
stem, and a patch kit that I’ll probably 
carry. One CO2 cartridge will fill the 
front tire but it takes two of them to 
put about 22 pounds of pressure in the 
rear.” 

I found the bike to be substantially 
quicker than most enduro bikes,with a 
power band that just won’t quit. Third 
gear feels like its good for anything 
between 10 and 60 mph. Handling for 
my style of riding, (endurosand not too 
fast at that), was about perfect. It steers 
well, has no tendency to loop coming 
off a jump, slides controllably, and has 
excellent suspension. 

Gene rides quite a bit faster than I do 
— like 30 mph or so — and he was a bit 
more critical, He said, “ItS pretty easy 
to ride, but you have to ‘stand up and 
ride it all the time. You can’t sit down 
and go fast over rough terrain or it will 
spit you right off. Its quite a bit 
different from my Yamaha. Where the 
Yamaha is really good over high speed 
rough stuff, this is just the opposite, a 
lot better at low speed stuff.” 

Back at the garage we had a chance 
to discuss some of the more general 
aspects of the ISDT team effort. Gene 
feels that our chances of doing well this 
year are “pretty good”, but doing well 
would be about fifth place. “Its pretty 
hard to beat Czech oslovakia, East and 
West Germany, and Sweden as far as the 
trophy teams go,” he said. 

Gene didn’t want to comment on the 
makeup of the team this year, except to 
say that he felt I’d been a bit unfair to 
his buddy Jeff Heininger in my analysis 
a few weeks back. He cited an 
impressive list of Jeff’s 
accomplishements, which include first 
125 in several desert races and a second 
overall in the Soboba Grand Prix. He 
agreed with me that it seemed unfair 
that Dave Lathem, a very qualified 
rider, had been left off the team, but 
always willing to look at the positive 
side, he said, ‘Maybe it was an honest 
mistake,” on the part of the AMA 
selection committee. 

Gene’s only real criticism of the 
process, if indeed it can be called that, 
concerned the fact that the AMA is 
selecting the teams at all. “You know 
the AMA is right when they say they 
want to keep politics out of the ISDT 
effort, but the thing is, they go to the 
manufacturers and say, We want you to 
send over a team, prepare the bikes and

all that, but we want to pick the team. 
Any manufacturer or distributor, such 
as Ted Lapadakis, who has a racing 
program, knows best of all what riders 
are qualified for his team. And he’s going 
to use the best riders that he can 
because he wants to further his product. 
So here is the AMA back in Ohio telling 
the distributor what riders to put on his 
bikes. I can see the manufacturer’s 
resenting that.” 

For any riders who might like to get 
on next years ISDT team, here’s how 
Gene gets in shape. He does a daily 
workout with weights at his job (he’s an 
LA City police officer), and when he 
gets home he rides in the hills around 
his house. But not on a motorcycle. He 
pedals, often going twenty miles in an 
evening, and since pedaling up hills is bit 
too easy,he packs his daughter, Shelby, 
about age six, on the back! That’s all 
there is to it, gang.

Most people would agree that the 
sport evaluated by Swedish 
physiologists as the second most 
physically demanding sport in practice 
today is hardly the ideal sport for a 
woman. Yet there are many women 
who feel that this particular sport is 
perfect for them, These are the women 
who race motocross. 

Although women have been racing 
desert and scrambles events for several 
years, it has only been within the last 
three years that they have competed in 
motocross events in Southern 
California. 

In spite of their relatively recent 
entry into motocross competition, the 
women can already boast of a small but 
steadily growing number of fast, highly 
competitive riders among them. 

How does a woman get started riding 
motocross? Some, like Endoes president 
Jeanne Allen, start out riding street 


bikes and gradually evolve through dirt 
end up 


riding to eventually racing 


To a lot of Powder Puffs, and other racers for that matter, half the fun of competition is bench 


racing. Or is it really gossip? 
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motocross. Cherry Stockton, sole 
female member of the Santa Barbara 
Starters M. C., was afraid to try racing 
until she was out watching her husband 
race one day and saw another girl riding 
around on a motorcycle. It looked like 
so much fun that she decided to try it 
herself and has been racing ever since. 
Many women, however, get started 
racing simply because it’s a good way to 
spend time with their families and 
friends. Staying home alone every 
Sunday is a drag, and being a spectator 
can get to be boring after a while, so 
why not get out there and race? In some 
cases, the whole family races, Not only 
do Norene Hendrix and her husband 
race, but their son and two daughters 
are out their competing, too. You know 


the old saying: the family that races 
together... 
Once they've gotten a taste of 


motocross, women tend to stick with it. 
The drop-out rate is surprisingly low, 
and those who do quit racing motocross 
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generally continue to race desert or 
some other type of dirt racing. 

Women who race motocross are 
frequently confronted with a unique set 
of problems. The workings of a 
motorcycle can seem pretty complex to 
someone who’s never taken a class in 
mechanics, and while husbands and 
boyfriends are willing to help for a 
while, the maintenance of a woman’s 
bike eventually becomes her own 
problem. 

Rather than spending a lot of time 
and money sending their bike to the 
shop for any necessary repairs, most 
girls prefer to do as much of their own 
maintenance work as possible so, 
manual in hand, they tinker away and 
hope for the best, eventually becoming 
reasonably proficient. 

Cherry Stockton revealed that after 
two years of racing she manages to 
prepare her own bike except for the 
internals of the engine and has become 
especially competent at taking things 
apart. Putting things back together is 
another story, however. 

Janene Pennington, a very fast young 
rider who recently was ranked as an 
Amateur in AMA motocross 
competition, has found the best 
solution of all. For the past year she has 
been sponsored by Steve’s Bultaco, and 
the shop does her bike preparation for 
her. To justify this helping hand, Janene 
managed to garner more points than any 
other Novice in District 37 last year, to 
give her a a points standing of 16th 
overall. Not bad for “only a girl.” 

How do the male racers feel about 
having women invade “their” terrain? 
Generally, the girls seem to feel. that 
there is little or no prejudice against 
them as racers, and that especially: off 
the track the men are very helpful and 
friendly. While interviewing the women 
racers I did hear a few “Don’t print this, 
but...” horror stories, but for the most 
part the girls expressed a great deal of 
respect and admiration for their male 
counterparts and seemed to feel that it 
was reciprocal. 

On the -track, however, it is 
occasionally a different story. Janene 
Pennington, who frequently rides with 
the men, feels that some male riders 
resent being passed by a woman: “It’s 
an ego thing with them. When I pass 
them the’ll ride way over their heads 
trying to pass me back and a lot of 
times it will create a really dangerous 
situation.” 

Cherry Stockton thinks that it’s 
mostly the younger guys that have 
trouble ‘accepting being beaten by a 
woman, and that most men will make a 
lot of excuses before they’ll admit a 
woman is.a better rider than they are. 
Also, she feels men tend. to be more 
tolerant of an inexperienced male rider 





on the course than they are of a female. 
Apparently, woman’s reputation as a 
poor driver has carried over to the race 
track. 

On the other hand, visiting racers 
from Europe and Canada are intrigued 
with the idea of Powder Puff racers. 
Joel Robert and Roger DeCoster were 
so impressed to discover that Jeanne 
Allen was a motocross racer on their 
visit here two years ago that they issued 
her a special invitation to attend their 
motocross school and even led her 
around the track showing her which 
gears to use on each turn. Afterwards, 
Robert even gave her a ride around the 
track on the back of his CZ, an 
adventure not for the faint-hearted. 
There is some speculation that the 
Europeans may consent to give a special 
class for women motocrossers on their 
return to California this Fall, 

The ladies made such a hit with the 
Canadians on their visit here for the 
Can-Am series that the Canadian racers 
and promoter insisted that the girls 
come up to race with them in 
Vancouver, B.C. 

According to Norene Hendrix, the 
Canadian racers were exceptionally 
cooperative when they raced with the 
women, letting them pick any position 
they wanted on the starting line and 
helping get their bikes started if 
difficulties set in. All this occurred in 
spite of the fact that Janene Pennington 
had managed to smoke them all in 
practice. Chivalry is not dead. 

As a result of that encounter, eleven 
of the top female riders at Indian Dunes 
will be heading up to Vancouver this 
week for a weekend of activities 
culminating on Sunday, September 3, 
with the first Powder Puff race most 
Canadians have ever seen. The 
Canadians are hoping that seeing the 
girls race will give their own women a 
few ideas, 

Although the girls thoroughly enjoy 
the company of men around the track, 
the question of whether-or not they 
want to race with them is something 
altogether different. When Jeanne Allen 
and Joyce Soyka surveyed over 40 
racers last year they: discoverd that 80% 
of them preferred to race in Powder Puff 
events, while only 5% preferred to race 
with men and 15% enjoyed racing both. 
In addition 75% of the girls felt their 
families preferred that they race Powder 
Puff events only. 

Perhaps the most compelling reason 
the women gave against racing with men 
was their fear of getting hurt, since they 
feel men are much more -aggressive 
riders. This fear is underscored by the 
fact that many of the women are the 
sole support of their young children. 
Also, vanity may enter into it a bit. 
After all, a man with a scar has

character, but a woman with a scar is a 
woman with a scar. 

Trudy Stubbs, current women’s 
points leader at Indian Dunes, justified 
her partiality toward Powder Puff 
events this way. “It seems like every 
time I race with the guys I get hurt. If I 
race with the girls I know I can do really 
well and it’s a big ego gratification to 
come out ahead.” 

Some of the best feamale racers, such 
as Janene Pennington, enjoy racing 
Powder Puff but like to race with men 
occasionally too. Janene feels that men 
are generally more aggressive and 
competitive and appreciates the 
challenge of racing with them, even 
though she sometimes gets knocked 
down in the process. . 

Others, like Cherry Stockton, think 
that racing with men is a great way to 
learn. At first, Cherry was so afraid of 
the starts that She would wait until 
everyone got off the line before she 
started, but lately she has conquered her 
fears and is trying to improve her 
passing techinque. She expressed a great 
deal of respect and admiration for the 
men she has raced with and believes that 
competing with them is teaching her to 
be more aggressive on the course. 

Whether they race together or mixed 
in with the men, Powder Puff racers 
present more than a few problems when 
it comes toscoring. Although each racing 
association has a different method for 
adding up the points, the AMA rules in 
this area seem to be the least agreeable 
to the riders. Under the current scoring 
system, Powder Puff races are scored 
separately, and the total points of each 
rider, male or female, are ranked to 
determine overall rider standings. 

This system was considered 
unacceptable by the majority of racers 
interviewed, including Janene, who was 
classified quite high by the current 
system. Many girls are trying to 
convince the AMA that a separate 
scoring system for women would be

has ridden her Steve's Bultaco to an A 
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advantageous, and they feel that many 
more girls would compete in motocross 
if this ruling were changed. 

For some women, the true 
enjoyment in racing does not come 
from the exhiliration of competition or 
the thrill of winning, but simply from 
being out there tooling around the 
course having a good time. 

“In the Endoes the emphasis is on 
having fun,” says Jeanee Allen. “The 
girls are out there to have a good time. 
If they win, great. But if they don’t do 
so well, it’s not a disaster; they'll do 
better next time.” 

Some times the fun can get a little 
out of hand. Jeanne told a story about 
the Powder Puff division at a recent 
SRA Grand Prix. It was a Le Mans start, 
and when the starter signalled, the girls 
started running for their bikes. 
Suddenly one of them decided that the 
vision of all those women jogging to 
their bikes in boots, leathers, and 
helmets was rather humorous and 
started laughing. Before long almost all 
the girls on the line had the giggles, 
which made it a little difficult for them 
to get their bikes started. It was a 
somewhat unorthodox start. 

The Sportsmanship of the ladies is 
unequalled among other racers. They 
help each other as much as possible 
both on the course and off, avoid dirty 
tactics while racing, and apologize 
profusely if they do knock another rider 
down. 

Even though Powder Puff events are 
limited to 125cc bikes, the girls 
frequently allow riders with 175s to 
compete with them, as long as the 
women on the larger bikes don’t win 
too often. One girl was even allowed to 
compete in the PP class on a 250 
because she promised not pass anyone 
on the straightaway where the larger 
bike have the power advantage. 

In a recent District 37 point run 
which the Endoes put on at Lions, a dog 
got loose on the track during the 
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Powder Puff event. Rather than using 
the dog for traction, the girls made 
elaborate maneuvers to avoid hitting 
him and a couple of racers even stopped 
their bikes completely untilhe was out 
of their way. The results: slower lap 
times and an uninjured dog. 

In a sense, these women are 
participating in a very different sport 
from the motocross that men compete 
in every week. Although many of them 
are very fast, competitive riders and all 
of them love to win, the majority prefer 
to ride within the limits that they 
believe to be safe for themselves rather 
than taking too many chances. They 
would rather lose a position or two 
rather than running the risk of breaking 
a leg or knocking down a friend. For 
these reasons, women seem to be-the 
true “sportsmen” of motocross. 

While many women take a relaxed 
attitude toward motocross as a sport for 
women, there are those who are 
excellent, competitive riders and feel 
that not far in the future many women 
will be out there competing with men in 
the expert and professional divisions. 
Kerry Kleid, who races motocross back 
East, recently became the first woman 
to obtain an AMA Professional license, 
but so far no woman in California has 
been ranked above Sportsman Amateur. 

Cherry Stockton believes that 
women are quite capable of becoming 
professional racers, but that the 
problems confronting them in reaching 
that status will be more mental than 
physical. 

“When people find out you race, 
they expect you to be very ugly and 
masculine,” pointed out Cherry, who is 
anything but ugly and masculine. 
“Women are always taught to be 
non-competitive, especially around men. 
It makes it doubly hard for a woman to 
get her head straight and get out there 
and win.” 

This opinion is shared by Janene 
Pennington, who feels that girls are 
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The start of a moto. Nancy Payne (7) pulled the hole shot but is closely chased by

encouraged to become housewives 
rather than trying to do anything as 
“unfeminine” as motocross racing. But 
she also pointed out that as motorcycles 
gain popularity more of the younger 
girls are getting a chance to try out their 
skills on mini-bikes and that many 
mini-bike tracks already have special 
Powder Puff classes as well as letting the 
girls compete with the boys. Janene 
thinks that this early training will give 
the girls quite and edge later on and 
wishes that she had started racing when 
she was very young. 

But Janene loves competition, and 
she feels that she has been able to 
overcome any obstacles that many have 
been presented because she is a girl. She 
is trying hard to become a good enough 
rider to qualify as an Expert, and she 
doesn’t feel that her chances are 
hampered by the fact that she’s a girl. 

“| think it’s completely up to me and 
my ability as a rider,” she says..“‘l know 
I have a lot to learn before I'll ever be as 
good as the Expert riders, as fast as they 
go. But I think my chances are pretty 
good. I’m sure going to try.” 

To check out the prospects on 
tomorrow’s female hot shoes, | ventured 
over to Indian Dunes’ mini-bike track. 
While some of the girls were smoking 
the boys with apparent case, there was 
one young lady whose style I especially 
liked. Although she did fairly well while 
she was moving, she would stop every 
lap just before she passed by the 
spectators so she could straighten her 
hair. She may not ever win that way, 
but she’ll always look good in the 
pictures.

. motocross? John DeSoto seems to think 


so. He and his father are building a one 
horsepower minibike for John’s two 
year-old daughter Maile. 

Whether women should race 
motocross or not, they’re doing it; and 
there doesn’t seem to be much chance 
that they'll give it up now. 







Janene

When the Carabela was first 
introduced into this country from 
Mexico a couple of years back, there 
was a great deal of skepticism about 
whether any Mexican-designed and built 
motocross or desert machine could 
survive in the Competitive American 
market for lightweight off-road bikes. 
The Carabela 125 has made it, proving 
itself to be capable of winning races and 
running with the best European and 
Japanese makes when in the brochures, 
which means “Hot”.) is unchanged. 
Some of the details have been changed, 
such as the tank and the fiberglass 
sidepanels, so they don’t get frayed by 
the chain, but as we reviewed the 
lightweight racers, we found a version of 
the original, refined in most details. 
There was mixed opinion as to whether 
the right combination has yet been 
reached but the Carabela is definitely in 
three with the big guys (If you can be 
said to have big guys in the 125 class.) 

During our test of the Carabela, 
which involved about four weeks, we 
tested three different motorcycles. 
Either evil coincidence or just plain 
rotten luck plagued us during the time 
we had the first two. Explaining the 
problems encountered is easy, but make 
sure you read this whole review before 
passing judgment on the bike. Our first 
test machine blew second and fourth 
gears, due to a defect in the gears 
themselves. The second one we tried 
shifted its crank and started vibrating 
ominously, We shut it off with all 
dispatch. 

The third time was the charm. The 
machine erformed beautifully 
throughout the entire two weeks we had 
it. First kick starts and everything. It’s 
basically a reliable machine. It never 
seems to go sour on you once you get 
one that’s right to start with. 

The Carabela has a well-finished, 
long, low, double-downtube cradle 
frame that is well-suited for motocross. 
The welds and craftmanship are very 
good, Its long wheelbase and lightweight 
aid handling considerably. Stability was 
not a problem, Barum tires are stock on 
the machine in 3.00 X 21 and 4.00 X 21 
dimensions. They really let you get over 
in corners and provide plenty of bite for 
accelerating out of the turns, 

Suspension is adequate, but not 
particularly impressive. It struck us as 
stiff on the first test bike. Cerianis are 
on the front, but proved extremely soft 
on the third bike tested. We suspect that 
the springs were flat and a_ heavier 
weight oil is definitely needed. The rear 
shocks are Boges and the staff was 
divided as to their performance. Some 
thought they should be thrown away. 
Others thought they were good, 
long-lifetime shocks with good 
dampening and go change the springs if 
you don’t like the way they bounce, 
you guys. (Note the DKW also uses 
Boge.) 

The engine is where you find the 
heart and soul of the Carabela. That 
motor will run with all the top name 
125s with ease. The engine feels tight, 
with sharp response, when new and 
tends to get stronger as it gets time on 
it. Carabela has used the unique head 
and barrel design to a positive plus.

Lightweight Review #9 






The Mexican lightweight liked to corner; held a selected line with precision. 


Cooling was extremely good under the 
hottest of conditions. 

A large still air box, located under 
the seat, traps the air to be filtered 
through a stock Filtron element, which 
ducts into a 27mm Dell’orto square 
slide carburetor. The Dell’orto square 
slide is one of the nicest designs to come 
out of Italy since Sophia Loren. It never 
gave us any problems and it absolutely 
refuses to load up or starve, no matter 
what attitude the bike is in, including 
flat on its side. The click-stop Italian 
petcock, with the see-through dirt trap 
is also nice; quite possibly the best 
accessory of its kind. Carabela has their 
details down. 

Mid-range power of the engine is 
super, with third and fourth gear 
wheelstands to jump the rough stuff 
made easy. There is a semi-exposed 
contershaft sprocket which allows 
gearing changes while meeting the new 
AMA requirements for motocrossers. 
The cases are polished, screws counter 
sunk and the whole motor is done right. 

We were impressed with the spacing 


of the gears in the five-speed 
transmission. First is super low and fifth 
is very tall. This lets a rider keep in the 
in-between gears for demanding MX 
courses. With the exception of one 
staffer (who shall remain nameless to 
protect the guilty), the bike never gave 
us shifting problems with or without the 
clutch. 

While the engine makes the bike 
really go, the scooter also stops pretty 
well. There is a standard kill button on 
the left handlebar, which is a bit flimsy 
but a whole lot better than no kill 
button at all. The brakes are good units, 
not especially spectacular but don’t 
seem to mind repeated hard application. 
The rear brake is rod—actuated and gives 
a positive feel. 

Red fiberglass abounds. The fenders, 
tank and large still air box side panels 
are all glass. Most like it, some don’t. It 
is the sturdiest, thickest glass seen on a 
production racer lately. Quality and 
finish are generally quite good. No tank 
leaks were encountered. The two gallon 
plus tank seals up pretty well and won” 
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Photos by Larry Groves 
slosh on your new MX jersey. 

The steel rims are as strong as you 
could ask for. They are tough and much 
lighter than comparable steel units. As a 
matter of fact, some Carabela dealers 
have been selling the rims as an 
accessory for other make machines. The 
seat is well-padded. You can be sure 
your posterior won’t be sore after a long 
day straddling the Carabela. The hump 
at the rear looks like a good idea but 
prevents a full-sized rider from sliding 
back smoothly over the shock mounts, 
as does the pebble grain finish. Both: 
features definitely keep you from 
sliding off, though, 

As stated earlier, patience provided 
more than its own reward. Due to the 
fact that two out three bikes we tested 
were shop racers, we can’t discount the 
fact that the first two had been flogged 
and thus gained the potential for failure. 
All we can say is that after the test was 
over, we had forgotten the first two 
bikes and will be anxious to ride the 
1973 model, if it’s.as good as this one.

Thanks to the land use petitions 
circulated by the AMA, signed by 
interested riders and sent to the 
President. Mr. Nixon is now aware of 
our existence. Enough of us cared to 
send our own letters to our 











Congressman, Senators and President to 
further re-enforce these petitions and let 
the political heirarchy know we cared. 
They were impressed by our numbers 
and our single and unified aim. It seems 
to have worked. They want our help. 

They seem to be aware of our 
problems. At least to the point of 
wanting to find out more about us and 
our needs. They may even be aware that 
we have as many rights as the bird 
watchers to use our open land areas. We 
have been promised a fair and 
sympathetic hearing of our views. We 
have been acknowledged as a large and 
active political potential. 

This is a world of political reality. We 
started this thing with the presidential 
petition and it is only fair that we give 
the President a chance to react and start 
the cumbersome wheels in motion to 
relieve our problems. At the same time 
we can show the powers that be we are 
not to be trifled with. If the political 
promises are not lived up to we also 
have the strength to remove from office 
the people who fail to keep their 
promises. 

The thing we need. now is a program 
and how to go about getting the job 
done. I suggest using the pyramid 
method. Everyone of you who reads 
this column should talk to two friends 
who care and are willing to show they 
care by voting on election day. Have 
these friends each contact two of their 
friends. They don’t have to be 
motorcyclists, however we do need their 
votes to make this work. 

One thing I would like to remind you 
all of: this is a democracy of the people 
by the people and for the people. We 
are the people.

DOES THE PREZ WANT 
SOMETHING FOR NOTHING? 


By Charles Clayton : 

Richard M. Nixon wants to’ win the 
election so much that he has asked the 
motorcycle enthusiasts to help him. The 
state he wants to win most is California, 
where he lost rather badly in a bid for 
Governor some years back, and failed to 
win a significant majority in the last 
election. With at least one million 
motorcyclists eligible to vote in 
California, we could swing it for Nixon, 
if we wanted to. We have something the 
President wants. He has a few things 
that we want, too, but so far he hasn’t 
even promised us anything. 

In a letter to the AMA, dated August 
17, President Nixon said that he was 
pleased with the “gratifying response” 
to his executive order regarding off-road 
vehicle recreation. He said that he was 
glad that motorcycle enthusiasts 
“*shared his concern for the 
preservation” of public lands. 

“Motorcycling is one of the most 
popular outdoor recreational activities,” 
the President’s letter went on. 

“It is only proper that the interest of 
those who enjoy motorcycling be taken 
into account as we initiate steps to 
enhance the use of parklands for all 
Americans.” 

Nobody can argue with those 
statements, but I am concerned about 
the use of the key word “preservation,” 
since conservation is more what we are 
talking about. (You have to analyze 
these Presidential remarks like 
communiques from Hanoi — word by 


$25,000 YAMAHA GOLD CUP

A 20 year veteran and a hard 
charging rookie head a field of the 
nation’s top professional motorcycle 
racers competing in the Yamaha Gold 
Cup National Sunday, September 10, at 
Lakewood Speedway, Southeastern 
Fairgrounds, Atlanta, Georgia.

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What I wonder is, simply, what’s in it 
for us? So far, nothing. The President 
could tell the Dept. of Interior to open 
up any place that motorcycle recreation 
isn’t proven harmful to the ecology or 
aesthetic value, as J.G. Krol suggest in 
these pages last week. He could instruct 
the Department of Transportation to 
drop their obsessive insistence on 
compulsory helmet laws for 
motorcyclists. He could declare a 
National Motorcycle Day or any of a 
number of things that would help win 
our support. But we are being asked to 
support him for re-election without so 
much as even a politician’s promise in 
return. 

If only one percent of the 
motorcyclists in California decided (o 
vote for Nixon, we could swing the 
electoral votes of this state. That would 
be 10,000 votes that otherwise might 
not even be balloted. I think that 
between now and November, 
motorcycling could deliver that many 
votes to any candidate who truly 
seemed to be on our side. But so far, 
I’ve seen nothing from either candidate 
to indicate that they would get 
government off its anti-motorcycle kick. 

Besides, we are not only being asked 
to elect a President who is not 
promising to help our particular interest 
but who also will be appointing a 
Supreme Court Justice or two, who 
holds the power to start and stop wars 
and a whole bunch of other stuff. I 
think that we should be very careful 
who we give that all-important vote to, 
and so far, I can’t recommend either 
candidate. 


Twenty year-old Roberts led in AMA 
National point standings for the first 
21-weeks of the season and only 
dropped to fourth last month in the 
wake of two decisive wins by the 39 
year-old veteran, Mann. 

In addition to these stars of racing is 
Yamaha Team-Member Keith Mashburn, 
Santa Susana, California and current 
point leader Mark Brelsford, Los Altos, 
California, Also included are national 
favorites such as Gene Romero, Mert 
Lawwill, Gary Nixon and Dave Aldana. 

“These are the best dirt track racers 
in the world, there are none better,”

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CANADIAN NATIONAL CYCLE 
DRAGS , 


St. Pie, Quebec, Canada — For the first 
time a major championship event for 
motorcycle drag racing was held in 
Canada. The scene of the AMDRA 
Canadian Nationals was Sanair 
International Drag Strip near Montreal, 
Canada. The language barrier was easily 
overcome by most of the racers and green 
*go’ signal on the Chrondek tree is part 
of the universal language of racing. 

This premier event was originally 
scheduled for the first and second of 
July. On this date the racing was well 
under way and the competition hot and 
heavy, but on Sunday only a few 
moments before the first round of 
eliminations was to begin, the weather 
man called a halt to the races. The rain 
continued through Monday, forcing the 
rescheduling of the event to a later date. 

A major portion of the 
previously-entered racers returned to 
Canada for the re-running of the 
National Championships. Many new 
faces were seen and a total of seven new 
AMDRA National records would fall 
before the end of eliminations. 

Nearing the end of Saturdays time 
trials an unexpected delay occurred 
when a single engine airplane circled and 
made a landing on the shutdown area of 
the track. The plane taxied down to the 
starting line and when the door opened, 
the racers and. expectators alike were 
not ready for what they saw. 

Lo and behold! out of the plane 
stepped AMDRA National No. 1, Dan 
Johnson, accompanied by co-driver Ray 
Price and the pilot of the plane. They 
proceeded to unload Johnson’s 
awesome “Super Rat” Harley fueler and 
calmly proceeded to the tech inspection 
area as if nothing had ever happened. It 
turned out that Danny had booked an 
exhibition run in his home town. 

It was felt by most the he would be 
unable to return to Sanair, but Larry 
Welch was slightly ahead of Johnsson in 
the AMDRA National points 
competition and the points to be gained 
from this event were extremely valuable 
to Johnson as he hopes to retain his 
National No. 1 for next season. 

As eliminations began the Top Fuel 
machines fired for round one and at the 
end of the round it looked like this: 
Welch put away Al Charlier’s Harley 
with a 9.27 to Charlier’s 9.53; Ray Price 
riding for Henry Moore on Johnson’s 
“Hungry Ray” put away Jr. Fueler, Ray 
Bellucci with a 9.96 to Bellucci’s 
off-the-pace 11.25. Bellucci found 
himself in Top Fuel when his single 
Junior Fuel Triumph smashed his own 
record to an unbelievable 9.88 to 
qualify in the No. 7 spot. Dan Johnson 
got by Dick Prime with a 9.72 and Ed 
Smalley’s double BSA suffered defeat at 
the hands of Fox Racing Enterprises 
Jim Cibel. 

Second round pairings in Top Fuel 
saw Larry Welch solo and Ray Price 
broke on the starting line; Johnson ran a 
strong 9.20 — 165 mph to put away Jim 
Cibel. } 

Many surprises were the order of the 
day in the Top Gas Eliminator category. 
Low qualifier Bob Mauriello rode by 
Mike Fedyk with a 9.93; Eastern Drag’s 
Chuck Henderson passed Joe Havelka 
with a 10.35 and the dark horse, Mark 
Davis, pulled a surprising 10.11 to 
literally destroy Chet Stupcenski’s 
double Triumph. National No. 7 Sonny 
Routt on his double Triumph put away 
Pat Setta and once again won with a 
slower e.t. of 10.39 to Setta’s 10.30. 

Surprise qualifier Tony Nicosia on a 
C/D single engine 750 Kawasaki put 
Dave Borbeau on the trailer with a 
10.41. Tony had qualified this amazing 
machine in the fifth spot with a 
fantastic 10.31 — 134 mph charge. 

Second round in Top Gas found 
Nicosia, Mauriello and Mark Davis still 
in contention as the Kawasaki put away 
Eastern . Drag’s Henderson and Mark 
Davis got by Routt with a 10.47. 
Nicosia had to face Bob Mauriello in the 
semi-final, (Davis drew a bye run with 
10.47) and as the Kawasaki went a little 
sour, Mauriello’s 10.10 was too much 
for Nicosia’s off-the-pace 10.66. 

AMDRA National No. 3 Bill Smith 
of Bucks County Triumph copped 
another Junior Fuel National title. His 
single engine Triumph recorded a 10.37 
— 140 mph in the final to defeat the 
number one contender, Sonny Routt, 
who fouled and gave Smith an automatic 
win, 

Two Canadian entries captured 
eliminator victories at this 
championship event. In the Junior Gas 
category the team of Forest and Nault 
from Montreal came out on top of a 
strong eight-bike field. With super light 
Paul Nault at the controls, the Honda 


Express recorded an 11.25 — 120 in the 
final charge to defeat Dick Seger on his 
Super Sports. Honda, Doug Miller from 
Beaconsfield, Quebec proved that 
consistency wins in handicap eliminator 
racing with his H/Altered Honda racer 
as he waded through a field of the best 
modified machines in the U.S. and 
Canada to take home the competition 
Eliminator title. His final run of 14.75 
defeated Tony Mazziotto, Chiaccio 
Motors, whose 11.54 was half a second 
off his own national record: 

In the hotly-contested Street 
Eliminator category, “Mr. Clean” wins 
again as Mike Gartner from D & A 
Kawasaki rode his National Record 
Holding B/S Kawasaki Mach III to his 
third Street Eliminator title of the 1972 
season. At present Mike’s is the only 
stock machine in contention for an 
AMDRA National Top Ten Number. 

The skies began to darken as the final 
round of Top Fuel and Top Gas 
approached. First to come to the line 
were the remaining bikes in Top Gas, 
Bob Mauriello on his super-quick H-D to 
face Mark Davis. The signal was given 
for the machines to fire, but as Bob 
Mauriello moved to the starting line, 
Mark David didn’t leave the rollers. His 
super-clean Murray-framed Sportster had 
broken a grear box while trying to fire 
and Mauriello recorded a 10.13 solo 
blast to take the victory. 

The time had come for the run that 
everyone there had waited so long to 
see. On the rollers staged up for lane 
one was National No. 1, Dan Johnson.

NEW WORLD RECORD SET AT 
POCONO 


MOUNT POCONO, PA., Aug. 19, 1972 
— A new world record of endurance on 
a motorcycle was established today 
when Merle Shank of Des Moines, 
Iowa, rode his 1972 Honda 750 Four 
around Pocono International Raceway’s 


2.5 mile tri-oval for 24 hours. The - 


American Motorcycle Association 
sanctioned the run. The new record for 
the time is 1945.105 miles with an 
average speed of 81.046 mph erasing a 
record which has been in the books 
since April of 1937. At that time the 
late Fred Hamm rode his 61 cubic inch 
Harley Davidson on the 10 miles course 
at Muroc Drylake in, California to a 
distance of 1825.2 miles and a speed of 
76.615 mph. 

Shank started his record breaking 
ride at 9:06 a.m. on Friday, August 18 
and at 9:06 a.m, on Saturday morning, 
August 19, 1972, had the new world 
record, During the run Shank made a 
total of 22 pit stops, most of them for 
fuel. On three occasions he had to stop 
to change a tire and to rest a bit while 
the change was taking place. At 5:06 in 
the morning he made a stop to relax a 
moment and put on some warmer 
clothing and was off again. His fastest 
stop was nine seconds, and his longest 
took a total of 31 minutes. This lengthy 
stop was made only after Merle had the 
record set. 

In the afternoon a light rain fell for a 
few minutes, but the track surface did 
not get too wet and he continued. His 
first signs of tiring appeared around the 
13th hour, but determination 
dominated, andhe continued. His 
mental attitude was great, and he was 
out for a goal which he knew he could 
reach. Shank rode consistently during 
the final hour realizing a new world 
record was established. 

Timing the record ride was Paul 
Shattuck, and it was officially witnessed 
by Al Walters and Dave Welsh of the 
American Motorcycle Association.

THE GELBKE SPECIAL! 





by Amos Gardlin 

The Gelbke Special goes far beyond 
an earthly motorcycle. In front of the 
Gelbke is a transparent door which can 
be seen and touched, inviting entrance. 
Once the door is gingerly opened and 
the threshold crossed by the fascinated 
observer, the gate will close 
automatically behind, leaving the man 
and the Gelbke together, on a level 
never before attained. 

The initial visual impact is so 
dynamic that one gets the impression 
that more visits are required for 
appreciation, with intermission between 
for digestion. I got the same 
metaphysical trip several years ago when 
I first saw the Boeing 747 full scale 
mock up at Everett, Washington. After 
approximately six trips, the sheer size 
and brawn of the structure finally 
etched itself on my overloaded brain 
cells and I went away full of reverence 
and mubling to myself. 

Before we get into the impression of 
this machine, let’s set something 
straight! THE GELBKE MACHINE 
PICTURED PREVIOUSLY AS A 
CYCLE NEWS CENTERFOLD WAS 
NOT A PRODUCTION MODEL. IT 
WAS. A DESIGN AND FABRICATION 
EXERCISE, NOTHING MORE. THE 
ROAD BURNER PICTURED IN THIS 
ISSUE IS A PROPOSED 
PRODUCTION MODEL, WITH 
NUMEROUS CIVILIAN AND POLICE 
OPTIONS, SIMILAR TO THE SALE 
OF A CUSTOM SEMI-TRUCK. THE 
MANUFACTURER IS HIGHLY 
INDIVIDUAL 
TASTES AND REQUIREMENTS OF

On the technical specifications. The 
heart of the monster is a limey MG 
engine pushing 2000cc with a four 
speed automatic mounted below the 
This engine is standard 
equipment on the BMC front drive cars. 
The engine is rotated 90 degrees from 


the automotive layout and the 
crankshaft is in line with the wheelbase. 
The drive take-off is parallel to the 
crankshaft to the rear wheel. 

The rear hub carrier is very similar to 
the BMW 750 motorcycle, and 
incorporates small but very strong bevel 
gears. A radiator and cooling fan duct 
are mounted ahead of the engine and 
are barely noticeably because of the 
immense size of every thing else. Chrome 
plating is used liberally on the engine 
accessories and the automatic 
transmission casting is in finned 
aluminum. A Large car battery is 
situated directly behind the gearbox on 
the very bottom of the frame resulting 
in a low center of gravity. Needless to 
say, the BMC electric starter is standard 


equipment. 
The front end is of a trailing link 
type with the pivot located at 


approximately two o’clock position to 
the front wheel. Two huge hydraulic 
dampners with external coil springs are 
mounted over the shocks, similar to 
automotive overload units. The Gelbke 
is available with Harley-Davidson 
Hydraglide forks, though the trailing 
link front forks are recommended 
because of superior ride, handling, and 
strength. 

An angular headlight nacelle houses 
two sealbeam bulbs, with a short 
windshield behind it. A bullet proof 
Lexan windscreen is one of the many 
police options available. The front 
wheel is a pressed steel unit, similar to 
an automobile. The handlebars are of 
the flat track type, though considerably 
wider and with more sweep back. A 
conventional throttle twist grip is 
installed on the right side and the front 
hydraulic disc brake is actuated by a 
handlebar lever which can be mounted 

-on the right or left side, depending on 
the rider’s preference. 

The fuel tank , like the rest of the 
machine, is gargantuan. It doesn’t 
interfere with the rider’s knees, 
however, and looks “natural.” On the

right side of the gas tank is a Gelbke 
exclusive, an instant parking brake at 
fingertip reach. Normally, the lever is in 
the upward position. If the lever is 
flipped down and the footbrake is 
pumped twice, the parking brake is 
engaged until the tank lever is flipped 
up. This feature is very convenient when 
waiting for a traffic light on an incline, 
since 1300 pounds are uncomfortable 
to hold in one place. The Gelbke’s 
philosophy and perhaps the basic design 
purpose, is to provide the rider with a 
maximum amount of comfort at all 
times. 

The seat is a deluxe Harley-Davidson 
pogo stick-type and provides unusual 
comfort, balance, and low riding 
position. The hinged floorboards are 
also a la Harley, except that they are 
considerably beefier and edged with 
chrome-plated chain. A Harley type 
hydraulic rear brake pedal is on the right, 
and no control is present nor needed on 
the left floorboard. Just the ticket for 
kicking vicious dogs. 

The transmission lever is mounted 
just below the gas tank, on the left side, 
somewhat similar to the old handshift 
Indian bikes. If the left arm is dropped 
down, it will fall on the shift lever (ultra 
convenient). Reverse is used to back up 
the machine. The shift lever is housed in 
the chrome and black BMC selector, 
with each gear clearly marked. 

Rear suspension is Harley-Davidson 
and the standard Milwaukee shocks and 
springs work perfectly well. The rear 


. suspension, incidentally, is the only real 


Harley-Davidson hardware used on the 
Gelbke. The Gelbke is in no way related 
to the 74; it is a mew concept which 
goes a giant step beyond any previous 
motorcycle ever manufactured. 

The Gelbke frame is one of the few 
components that is not angular. Because 
of the tall engine — transmission unit, 
the frame is not particularly obvious 
and is basically a duplex steel tube type. 
The tubes follow the contour of the 
machine in a fairly conventional 


manner. The most noticeably design 
feature is an extremely low bend in the 
tubes as they curve down behind the 
engine, for a low seating position. 

Chrome safety bars are installed 
front and rear. The rectangular box 
clamped on the front crash bars is on 
temporarily, for illustrating the ease of 
adding accessories. 

The saddlebags are easily twice the 
size of any unit currently available. Of 
particular interest is the low mounting 
position, which results -in two 
advantages: (1) a low center of gravity, 
(2) balanced weight loading of the 
saddlebags is not too critical. 

Do you have to be a weight lifting, 
protein tablet-popping gorilla to wrestle 
with the Gelbke? Not at all, race fans. A 
mere plop on the plush seat will 
convince the Don Knott types that this 
machine is low, comfortably and easy to 
handle. Balancing is a cinch, stability is 
unbelievable, and the controls are few 
and easy to reach. Personalization is at a 
maximum, and the instrumentation is 
complete, clear and concise. The ride is 
better than most cars and certainly 
superior to any car in that weight 
category. The handling is stable to the 
point of being indescribably and 
vibration is nonexistent. The 
acceleration is most impressive and 
cruise speed is an honest 100 mph at 
approximately 4500 RPM. 

Last but not least, the Attention 
Factor. The Gelbke Special has got to 
be the biggest ego trip conceivably in 
the - entire transportation history of 
mankind. No yellow Stutz Bearcat or 
silver-gray Rolls Royce, nor a 
Lippizaner stallion or a Roman chairot 
comand the attention of the public like 
the Gelbke. The ooh’s and the aah’s, the 
questions and stares, the amazement 
and open mouths, and the general 
mind-boggling ‘“lookatdatthing” impact 
is a shockwave that will never ebb away. 
I would venture to say that alongside 
the Gelbke, Lady Godiva and her horse 
would place a pretty poor second. 
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of power and lightweight.

In case there was still any doubt in 
anybody’s mind, four-strokes are 
back...and winning races. They always 
have been the dominators of the flat 
tracks, in any displacement above 
250cc, but now in that class and in the 
125 category, there are bikes with 
four-stroke engines that are winning in 
motocross. These are not the trick 
one-off titanium-framed BSA 250s of a 
couple of years ago. They're Hondas. 
Good old mass-produced, solidly 
engineered Hondas. 

Bob Hosford, riding for Long Beach 
Honda, started the trend by winning 


the CMC Expert class in Ascot 
motocross on a Honda XL 250 that had 
been only slightly, very slightly, 


modified. Now those winning 250s, are 
encased in Red Line racing frames to 
reduce the weight and improve the 
handling even. further. Another arrival 
on the racing scene is the Kolbe Red 
Line Special Honda 250, being ridden 
by Jim O'Neal. The capper to this 
resurgence of four-stroke lightweights is 
a 125 Honda racer that prototype 
specialist Bruce Baron rode to an overall 
motocross win in the 125 Expert class, 
also at Ascot. 


That 125 win really raised some 
eyebrows, as serious off-road 
competitors hadn’t paid too much 
attention to the Honda 125, even 


though one had garnered a medal in last 
year’s Six Day Trials. By a happy 
coincidence of fortune and planning, we 
had a chance to ride these very trick 
little thumpers that look to be spoilers 
at any track where they put in an 
appearance. 

First impression of the machines can 
only reflect power and handling 
characteristics, but remember Honda 
has a reputation for reliability and 
bullet-proof engines. And the first 
impression is little short of 
mind-boggling. 

The 250s we encountered had Red 
Line frames, Barnes disc brakes at the 
rear and redesigned custom still air 
boxes, plus the usual options such as 
lightweight tanks, changed grips, and 
different shocks (Some of them still 


retained the stock XL 250 springs, 
however). The engines were still 
remarkably stock with a carburetor 


change and a wilder cam, plus some 
internal cleanup, as mentioned in our 
previous article on the hot Honda 
set-up. 

There is still a lot more horsepower 
to be gotten out of both size engines, 
particularly the 125, on which 
development has just begun. Power to 
the ground is really impressive. The 
four-stroke power pulses of the 250 
translate into torque that flings you out 
of corners without having to foot 
through the gearbox nearly as much as 
with a two-stroke of comparably 
displacement, thereby giving a rider 
more margin for error and correction. 

The 125 racer is like a finely cut 
jewel, It still looks very “works-like”’, 
but somehow it just doesn’t come off as 
cobby. Forks have been reworked to 
provide more travel and Konis with XL 
250 springs have gone on the back. Red 
Line has worked up a very light, very 
neat-looking double downtube frame to 
cradle the 125 motor. When we rode it, 
the engine was breathing through a 
smallish 24mm Mikuni and very little 
work had been done to the mill itself. 
The potential in the 125 has hardly 
been tapped. But Great God, is it fun to 
ride! 

After one lap, the novice rider finds 
himself doing things with the 125 
Honda that you don’t usually do on 
small machines. For a sweeper, just lean 
it over and dial the rear wheel out to 
where you want it with the throttle. It'll 
stay there until you pull it back up or

wind the wick down. You go through 
flat corners in positive-feeling controlled 
slides. The wheelbase is adjustably from 
53 out to 55.5 inches and it’s reflected 
in the stability of the little beast over 


the whoops and ruts. Control is 
absolutely positive without thinking 
about it overmuch. Going through a 


series of tight turns is a breeze: just 
keep the throttle on and flick it from 
side to side. The 125 Honda is so light, 
it just barely meets FIM weight 
minimums for a 125. That’s a shade 
under 180 Ibs., and the frame keeps the

weight down low. 

The lightness and power of the bike 
is reflected in the absolute ease of 
lofting the front end. Grandstand 
wheelies of just getting it light over 
ripples and jumps are all a snap. It is flat 
exhilarating to ride the machine. 
Corners that normally require 
downshifting, didn’t, when astride the 
125. It comes out smoothly from the 
very low end in any of the bottom four 
gears. The 125 does not have the trick 
disc set-up, as did the 250s but it’s not 
necessary. The brakes do a good job of

stopping the very light machine, with no 
pitching or grabbing. 

The Honda seems so tractable that 
you get to feeling like a hotshoe on the 
first go-round. It will also idle and plonk 
along at trailing speeds, or less, without 
fouling the B-10 plug that has been 
running in it. The 125 racer is an R & D 
project of American Honda and they are 
flat crazy if they don’t talk the home 
office into going into production on this 
125 motocrosser, once they get it toa 
satisfactory state of developemnt. They 
will, for sure, sell like hotcakes at a 
lumberjack breakfast.

ETTELBRUCK, LUXEMBOURG, Aug. 
13, 1972 — In the season’s last 500cc 
motocross Grand Prix, Husqvarna rider 
Billy Clements from Pasadena, 
California won. his first World 
Championship point by being the tenth 
and final finisher in a rain soaked ordeal 
which was climaxed by last lap surprizes 
that radically upset the 1972 World 
Championship table. 

Billy Clements is the second 
American motocross racer to score 
Grand Prix points this season but he is 
the highest finishing American in 1972. 

Bryan Kenney of Xenia, Ohio 
became the first American to break into 
the World Championship table at the 
West German Grand Prix at Beuern, 
Germany on July 16th. 

Kenney finished 11th in that race 
but the seventh place finish of German 
Maico rider Werner Schutz didn’t count 
in the 500cc Championship because 
Schutz had scored points in an earlier 
250cc Grand Prix. Therefore, Kenney 
was moved up to tenth position and he 


was awarded America’s first World 
Championship point. 
Yamaha works rider Jaak Van 


Velthoven won the Luxembourg race 
overall and it was the first Grand Prix 
win for both Van Velthoven and 
Yamaha. It was a Yamaha weekend 
because Hakan Andersson won the 
Swedish 250cc Grand Prix for Yamaha 
on the same Sunday. 

Paul Friedrichs, the 33 year old East 
German CZ rider, rode a fantastic race 
in what may be his last Grand Prix, He 
came from dead last in the first heat to 
second overall at the end of the day. 
Friedrichs’ strong finish gives him 
enough World Championship points to 
round out the season in second place 
behind Roger DeCoster. 

The Luxembourg race was started in 
a downpour of rain that created rivers 
of water on parts of the course and 
turned the grass meadows and orchards 
into a sea of bogging mud. 

Maico works rider Ake Jonsson 
grabbed the lead in the first turn, but 
Ake’s smooth 34 year old team mate 
Adolf Weil passed Ake and took over 
the race on the next lap. 

The mud and water caused a high 
attrition rate and one of the first riders 
to be forced out of the race was Husky 
rider Mark Blackwell. The Southern 
Californian was racing in the middle of 
the pack on the first lap when a small 
stone from a spinning tire caught him 
squarely in the left eye. 

Mark is now recovering in a hospital 
near the Husqvarna factory in Sweden, 
but his doctors expect him to be fit for 
the Fall Trans-AMA series. 

Roger DeCoster, who had been 
crowned World Champion at the Belgian 
GP a week earlier, got a poor start and 
he had worked up to about Third place 
before his chain came off and twisted 
beyond repair. 

Heikki Mikkola dropped out with a 
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bad ignition coil and Andy Roberton, 
Pierre Karsmakers and Vlastimil Valek 
were among the many who succumbed 
to watered out engines, 

Adolf Weil continued to dominate 
the race until he, too, dropped out with 
water in the ignition in the final laps of 
the first heat. Ake Jonsson regained the 
lead and Bengt Aberg, twice World 
Champion for Husqvarna, moved into 
second place. 

Bengt said that his Husky almost 
stopped on the back side of the course, 
but he jammed it into first gear and it 
began running again. But then with one 
lap left Aberg’s Husky sputtered once 
and dribbled to a stop just after the 
finish line. 

Maico team rider Willy Bauer was out 
with wet ignition, and Christer 
Hammagren seized his Yamaha, but 
they had come to rest béfore they 
crossed the finish line. Although they 
both missed the last three laps of the 
heat they were able to push across the 
line to be scored 14th and 15th. 

Bryan Kenney was jamming very well 
through the grit and mire, and he was 
holding eighth place as the end neared. 
But on the last lap his Maico ran out of 
gas and then he made the mistake of 
pushing across the finish line before the 
checkered flag fell. So he was not scored 
in the first heat. Billy Clements finished 
16th, four laps behind Jonsson. 

Van Velthoven was second ahead of 
John Banks who had ridden a strong 
and steady race. 

Paul Friedrichs crashed with two 
other riders coming out of the first turn 
at the start of the heat, but the 
experienced East German hacked away 
at the field through the mud and he 
worked up from last to sixth place at 
the finish. 
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ores in Luxembourg Grand Prix!

Most of the riders who didn’t finish 
the first heat didn’t even ride in the 
second race because by now the skies 
had dried up just enough to allow the 
mud on the course to turn into clinging 
gumbo that stuck in layers to the riders 
and their bikes. As Andy Roberton, 
cleaned up and watching from the 
sidelines, put it: “It’s like riding through 
porridge.” 

When the pack slithered around the 
first turn it was Ake Jonsson, Adolf 
Weil and Willy Bauer in the first three 
places. With three Maico shirts out in 
front the opening laps looked like a 
German Holiday. But Willy bailed off 
soon after the start, so it was left to Ake 
and Adolf to lead the parade. 

And after the half way point the race 
was indeed a parade, Each bike and 
rider looked like a giant mud ball 
circulating around the gooey track. Mud 
was caked inches deep on every exposed 
surface and some of the bikes looked 
like they must. have weighed 300 
pounds. 

For some it was a big effort just to 
keep moving. The second heat, even 
more than the first, was not so much a 
race as a battle of sheer endurance. 

A large group of mechanics, friends 
and riders who hadn’t finished the first 
race gathered at one of the hair pin 
turns near the finish line. As the weary 
riders rolled through the turn at a 
walking speed they got lap information 
and encouragement from their crews. 
“Keep going, keep going” was shouted 
out in various languages and some riders 
paused to have the worst of the mud 
wiped from their eyes. 

Behind the Maicos of Ake and Adolf, 
Jaak Van Velthoven was third and 
Friedrichs fourth. The first four riders 


were still riding hard and despite the 
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weight and slickness of the mud they 
were entering the finishline straight in a 
big power slide throwing a rooster tail 
of plaster-like mud. 

But when the checkered flag waved 
the leading Maico off the track, the 
crowd realized that it was Adolf Weil 
and Ake Jonsson was not in sight. Adolf 
was immediately surrounded by people 
and one of the first to reach him was 
Roger DeCoster who asked Adolf in 
german ‘‘Where is Ake?” 

Weil could only shrug and motion 
over his shoulder with his thumb. 
Jonsson had run out of gas on the very 
last lap and he was unable to finish the 
race. 

For Ake Jonsson the Luxembourg 
Grand Prix was a disaster. He was 
winning the race until the last and a win 
would have given him enough GP points 
to finish second behind DeCoster in the 
World Championship standings. But 
instead Van Velthoven won the race 
with two fine second place rides under 
the worst of conditions, and Paul 
Friedrichs was second. Ake Jonsson was 
droped to fifth place for the year 
behind DeCoster, Friedrichs, Mikkola, 
and Van Velthoven. 

Billy Clements struggled through the 
mud for almost an hour and he finished 


llth in the second heat. Weil hadn’t 
finished the first heat so Billy had 
earned 10th overall and that 


all-important point. 

Sixth overall was Gerrit Wolsink who 
finished 11th behind Billy in the second 
heat. The Dutch rider had seized the big 
end bearing of his four-speed Husky on 
lap seven and he sat out the remaining 
four laps before he pushed across the 
finish line, 
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Borsos nor LINER 


Ettelbruck, Luxembourg — The last of 
the 500 Grand Prix series in 
Luxembourg was a spectacular upset in 
the mud. Most of the top names didn’t 
figure into the results. Ake Jonsson fell 
quickly in one lap from second to 
ourth im the world championship. Paul 
Freidichs moved into a surprising second 
in the world championship. Billy 
Clements unwittingly scored the USA’s 
second GP point. 

Rain Saturday night and Sunday 
turned the one and one half mile track 
into a test of endurance. Only the bikes 
that managed to avoid the deepest 
puddles could possibly keep going the 
entire 52 minutes (the total of forty 
minutes plus two laps) of each moto. 
The last moto there were only 12 
finishers, with just three that completed 
all 13 laps. 

Just as the first moto was to begin, 
the heavens opened up. The rain was so 
heavy that the steep hill that was the 
biggest spectator attraction had to be 
cut out. Right away at the start Kenney 
got off badly. The gate fell before all 
the riders were positioned leaving many 
of them Se what happened. 
Mark Blackwell rode two laps when a 
rock hit him squarely in the eye. He 
spent the afternoon in the hospital. 
Although it wasn’t a serious injury, it 
should take several days before he can 
see anything more than light. Mark has 
had a good summer of experience and 
more than his share of bad luck. Next 
year he should bring home some top 
notch results. 

Meanwhile, Kenny was steadily 
picking off the clientele in front of him 
until he moved into 10th place. As 
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: EVERY DAY A SALE DAY 


Friedrichs passed him, he fell back to 
11th. DeCoster broke a chain; Heikki 
Mikkola and Adolf Weil were watered 
out. One lap from the end, Kenney was 
in 8th place when the Maico stopped 
dead. Giving it up for hopeless, He

pushed the bike to the pits only minutes 
before Ake Jonsson swept across the 
finish line as winner. According to FIM 
rules, in order for a rider to be classed in 
a GP he must cross the finish life after 
the winner. As Kenney preceded 
Jonsson to the pits, he lost what would 
have been 10th place even though he 
missed a lap. Bengt Aberg made the 
same mistake on the last lap when his 
Husky stopped in second place. They 
were both non-finishers. After Kenney 
and mechanic, Gunter Gmelin, searched 
in vain for the bike failure, it was 
discovered that the Maico had run out 
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of gas! Billy Clements needed only to 
ride across the line to finish 16th. 

The second heat there were more 
riders on the sideline than in the race 
itself. DeCoster, with nothing to gain by 
riding the second heat, sat alongside 
Mikkola, Aberg, Banks, - Roberton, 
Kenney and several others. The only 
American survivor, Clements. continued 
calmly and steadily in the thick mud to 
finish 11th, four laps from the top 
runners. 

It looked at though Maico would 
take a first and second place this moto 
with Jonsson and Weil blazing a trail for 
the others. As the checkered flag fell on 
the first finisher, and the crowd began 
cheering for who they though was 
Jonsson, a second look told them that 
this first finisher was Weil. Jonsson had 
run out of gas the last lap way in the 
back of the course, too far to push the 
bike within the required five minutes. 
This ‘upset changed the entire result 
sheet. Overall winner for the day was 
Jaak Van Velthoven with two second 
places followed by Paul Freidrichs in 
second place. In the world 
championship points, this meant that 
Freidrichs finished second, Mikkola, 
third and Jonsson, fourth. Van 
Velthoven with his first Grand Prix win 
moved into fifth place. 

Roger DeCoster accepted his 1972 
title with his usual self confidence. The 
US of A has now scored two GP points: 
Kenney in West Germany and Clements 
in Luxembourg. We can look forward to 
a successful season next summer on the 
GP circuit.

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WHAT CAN YOU 
EXPECT FOR $4000

Escape Country is one of the newesu 
motocross tracks cum riding facilities to 
be established in the Southwest. In 


-order to draw attention, and riders, to 


their facility, the management have 
come up with a lot of innovative ideas 
to attract would-be racers, beginners 
and novices to their bi-weekly 
motocross productions, including 
limiting use of the track to members of 
their racing organization which means 
that it stays in a lot better shape for 
racing. 

Now they’ve switched to the 
opposite end of the spectrum and are 
sponsoring, along with the Premier 
helmet-builders, an all-Professional three 
class motocross with a $4000 purse. 
That’s enough money to get some of the 
big shoes interested, and running just 
the three profedsional/expert classes 
(without the novice, etc. motos in 
between) should be enough to get some 
spectators interested. Another benefit 
for the pros is that they don’t have to 
travel all that far (Orange County) to 
get into a race that pays down to tenth 
place. It’s very nice to see some bigger 
purses being offered the top riders, on 
top of whatever contingencies are paid 
by people in the industry attracted to 
this motocross. 

What can the racers and spectators 
expect for 
spectators, forking over their 
hard-earned gold to watch the pros earn 
their gold the hard way, can expect to 
see at least 75% of the fairly long track 
from any point on the course. But the 
track at Escape Country is not really a 
“spectators’ course’’. It is a very tight 
course, but not so small that you’re 
following yourself around the track 
every thirty seconds. Lotsa turns, and a 
lot of those are off-camber. With one 
exception, there was room to pass in all 
of them. The track is wide enough to 
offer two good lines through just about 
every corner, 

There are also a lot of 
explode-out-of-the-ground short dips 
and jumps. They are so close together 
that it will take an expert to negotiate 
them at speed without landing out of 
shape in the next hole. I can’t quite 
figure out how the pros are going to get 
over that part of the course as fast as 
they usually go in winning. Very tricky. 

The purpose of this blurb is not to 
give a turn by berm description of the 
course but to indicate that it will take 
some very skilled riders to get around 
this long, natural terrain course at 
speed. The track places emphasis on 
ability rather than horsepower. There’s 
no real point in gearing very high, 
either. Well, maybe if you’re a pro MX 
racer there is. 

Four thousand dollars for three 
classes is an OK purse and if this race 
comes off as a success, Escape Country 
management is planning to increase the 
size of the purse for the next one, then 
eventually stage all-pro invitational 
motocross on a quarterly basis.

Rich 
Velasco (Baj) and Jerry Herren, Jr. (Baj) 
followed Chris in. The little 100s were 
really screaming. While I was watching 
the Novice 100s, the 125-175_Am/Ex 
were running and Tom Brooks (DKW) 
took first place with Jeff Jeffries (Yam) 
and Norm Modesett (DKW) taking 
second and third. 

The final race, and I switched courses 
for the last time to watch the 250 
EX/Am go at it. Jim Fishback (CZ) and 
Larry Pfutzenreuter (Bul) are battling it 
out for the No. 1 plate and Jim took a 
first with Larry sneaking in for second 
when Steve Holladay (Yam) had a flat 
tire just a few hundred yards from the 
finish. 

Larry had the bad luck on the Desert 
Turtle Course as his chain broke for a 
DNF. 

The Open Novice results were in at 
this time and D. G. Thomas (Hus) won 
with Doug Clark (Bul), second; Marvin 
Eich (Hus) third.

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appreciate the talent and ability that the : $ : 
trials riders of the American Trials 
Association have by going to one of 
their events and actually attempting 
some of the sections which they 
negotiate with vigor and smiles on their 
faces.

Expert winner Gary LaPlante came 
all the way in from Arizona to 
demonstrate that the guys out of the 
state were definitely to be reckoned 
with in future competition. 

Many thanks to ever present Fred 
Belair for making my weekend an 
enjoyable one as he was always there to 
supply me with info and sidelights as to 
the particular happenings of the rapidly 
growing sport of trials. 

The next big event will be put on by 
the Southern California Trials 
Association, and it will take place on 
September 10 at Running Springs 
Motorcycle Park, Even if you have a 
race already planned it would be worth 
your while to spend a day with these ‘ 
gentlemen and see how they get the job Can you Master uphills...

VALENCIA, CAL., Aug. 27, 1972 — 
Grand Prix-style racing came back at the 
Reservation today and it was a rouser. 
The promise of a $3000 purse and lotsa 
trophies brought some big names out 
and produced full “Novice” classes. A 
lot of the usual 10-15 minute moto 
types didn’t make it, however. The 
choice was yours: ride for cash or brass 
and pay the difference. 

The Expert sign-up lists looked very 
much like a ‘‘Who’s Who” of Southern 
California MX competition with the 
notable absence of John DeSoto. 
(Brother Ron did take a fourth Open 
Expert.) 

When the mud had caked good and 
hard after forty-five minutes of 
bouncing over the whoop-de-doos, 
fording the umpteen water crossings, 
and footing through a black ooze bog, 
the big winners were Brad Lackey, who 
passed Gary Jones on the next to last 
lap to take the 500 Expert; Jones, who 
had already been a winner, passing Jim 
Weinert on the next to second lap of the 
250 money race. Both were on 
prototype Japanese machinery, 
Kawasaki and Yamaha. Terry Clark was 
on an Italo-American prototype and 
outlasted a talent-loaded field of 
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Jim Weinert got the start and led the first lap of the 250 Expert race. 


Bruce Baron (right) lost a brake and a shock on the 125 Honda prototype, finished ninth and 


lightweights. The Honda prototype 
broke a shock mount with Bruce Baron 
aboard in the same event, but finished. 

A gentleman named Cullinan 
practiced starts for about 15 minutes 
before the Open Novice race and then 
went on to win it on his CZ with 
probably the biggest lead in any class all 
day over Roy Otto (Mai) (including gas 
stops) and the rest of a wet field. 

The course was demanding, even 
though the back hills weren’t used due 
to an anticipated dust problem. The 
motocross section stayed dust-free and 
tacky most of the day and the whole 
course was ‘a high speed challenge with 
more water than most local riders had 
seen since they gave up surfing. For 
some reason, the very finest pit tootsies 
seem to turn out for Grands Prix. 
Maybe it’s the hotshoes that attract 
them, or the warm sunshine, or 
something. Very attractive environment 
around the pits. 

The A.C.E. sponsored this one. If 
you rode it and liked it or like to ride 
Grand Prix style events and didn’t get a 
chance, tell ’em to sponsor another one, 
and maybe, just maybe, trade the bog 
for a hill. Or have both. That’s some 45 
minutes of fun riding, for the pre-entry 
cost of most motocrosses. 
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John R. rode the Long Beach Honda 250 to an eighth in the 250 Expert. Best expert four-stroke 
finish.

‘Dorsteyn, Tumin, Brashear, Mann, 
Leonard and Gunter. Names that may 
mean little to most of today’s crop of 
youthful riders, but names that will 
bring a choke of nostaglia to the throat 
of anybody who lived through the 
fifties and early sixties of dirt tracking, 
and road racing that was almost on dirt 
tracks. 

Of those, only Dick Mann is still 
tearing them up on the AMA National 
circuit. Leonard, of course, is a 
four-wheel champ and will be driving in 
the California 500 this weekend. What 
ever happened to the guy that Mann 
used to travel with, Al Gunter? 

Al Gunter had the fastest, best-built 
engines of that. era, by general 
agreement, and is often thought of as 
being Dick Mann’s tuner. Whether it’s 
modesty or the truth, Al says he wasn’t. 
Bugs was smart enough to learn a lot 
from him, though. Al Gunter definitely 
had the most sanitary, quickest, reliable 
BSA engines running, for nearly ten 
years. But he wasn’t really a tuner at all. 
He was a racer. A very good racer who 
completely dominated Ascot in 1960 


and 1962 on his super-prepared BSA 
Gold Star, a 500 single running against 
the British twins and big cube KRs. 
What happened to him? Where is he? 
Dick Mann mentions in his forthcoming 
book that Al maybe went into car 
racing. Why isn’t he up there with Joe 
Leonard? 

To find some answers and find out 
what kind of man could elicit praise 
from AMA National Number One, we 
sought Al out at his new shop in Costa 
Mesa, Cal. 

“I never lost interest in racing,” says 
Al. “I really don’t know why I seemed 
to get out of it.” Further discussion 
reveals that it was lack of sponsors and 
money that had a lot to do with it and, 
inevitably, Al’s fierce determination not 
to bend on a matter of principle when 
he thought he was right. He was right 
most of the time. 

Al Gunter’s main problem seems to 
be that he was way ahead of his time. 
And people, especially racing sponsor 
type people, don’t really go for 
anybody too unconventional. The 
things he did, in racing and to 
motorcycles, were very unconventional. 

Al Gunter was the first racer to run a 
swingarm frame on the half-mile. 
Everybody else was using a rigid on the 
flat tracks then. 

“Well, both ends of the bike have to 
go over the same ground, so one end of 
the suspension couldn’t be right for the 
job. Common sense tells you a rigid 
front end isn’t the answer, so it figured 
that the rear end should be sprung.” Al 
makes it sound simple, but nobody else 
had built their flat tracker like that 
before. 
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for Sonny Routt’s Triumph. 
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He was also the first to use a flow 
meter to tune racing engines. He worked 
with one built by Collins back in 1954. 
It took a lot of the guesswork out of 
selecting and grinding the right valves 
and head, but since the flow meter isn’t 
dynamic, a lot of the expertise was 
gained by trial and error. Al “errored” 
less than anybody else in applying a 
little science and talent to the black art 
of tuning high performance engines. He 
was also among the first to use a dyno 
to find out if tricking up an engine 
really produced a horsepower gain and 
where in the RPM range the horsepower 
was gained. This was pretty far out stuff 
in the old dirt track days, expecially for 
a rider/racer that wasn’t associated with 
a factory. He built his engines and raced 
them himself, 

It’s hard to get Al to talk about his 
National wins even though there were 
enough of them not to be ashamed 
about. (He was Number Two one year 
and was hardly ever out of the top ten 
for any of the years that he raced 
Nationals.) But get around to talking 
about his start in racing and his face 
lights up. He remembers that first win as 
a 16-year-old crazy kid from Texas who 
said he was 18 to get his AMA license. 

He’d been riding a G80 Matchless 
and was irrationally attached to it, even 
though he can never remember finishing 
a race on it. 

“Td be all tucked in and wound out 
going down the back straight and 
somebody would come by me on an 
Indian (the hot bike of those days) 
sitting straight up and just motoring 
along. I could never get it through my 
head that I wasn’t going to win on that 
Matchless.” But he never did. As a 
matter of fact, it blew up before the 
Main at a half-mile in his home town of 
Houston. As luck would have it, the 
rider for the Houston BSA dealer fell 
and broke his leg in practice (bad luck 
for him) and the BSA dealer was 
impressed enough with Al’s riding on 
the Matchless that he offered him a ride 
for the day (good luck for Al). Al 
accepted, of course, went roaring out on 
the BSA and fell down. Not too 
impressive. Hardly the ` story-book 

“beginning of a racing career. 

Well, the dealer hemmed and hawed 
about going down to the big race in 
Corpus Christi, Texas and letting this 
kid who fell down a lot ride the BSA 
but their regular rider did have a broken 
leg so, what the hell... 

Al got his ride at Corpus Christi and 
won his heat and the Main. It was his 
first win and the first win for the 
Houston BSA dealer, ever. Everybody 
went home from that one very, very 
happy. 

As most fast Texans usually do, Al 
ended up in California. He got together 
with Hap Alzina, the Oakland BSA 
dealer and started running pretty good 
at Belmont as an Amateur, There was 
another firebreathing Amateur running 
at the Belmont track that year: Joe 
Leonard. They went at it hot and heavy, 
each winning some Mains and each 
moving up to Expert soon after that. 

Al stayed with the BSA, sometimes 
riding for Alzina; sometimes not, for 
almost all the years after that. He had 
some success at Daytona on the beach 
course with a G50 Matchless that he had 
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| worked on and thoroughly tricked out 


but, despite his dedication to the 
marque, the Harleys still beat that old 
G50 most of the time. Al always did 
well at Daytona, though, finishing in the 
top five just about any year his 
equipment went all the way. 

This was during the time when he 
was traveling with Dick Mann. Bugs was 
the young, up-and-coming racer then 
and Al had been around. Translated, 
that means that Al had been the young, 
up-and-coming racer one or two seasons 
before. Al was winning quite a bit in 
those years, especially on the half-mile. 
He was beating a lot of the big names on 
the National circuit. Hell, he was one of 
the big names. Al makes the wins sound 
almost casual, effortless in looking back 
on them. He toured on the Nationals 
until his last season on the circuit, 1959. 

The old sponsorship problem was 
still around as BSA blew hot and cold 
about racing. Al Gunter, like a lot of 
other privateers have discovered this 
year, figured he could make more 
money (or at least have fewer expenses) 
by racing at Ascot and other California 
tracks rather than romping about the 
countryside from East Coast to Midwest 
to South following the Nationals. 

By this time, he had already 
pioneered a technique that is: still the 
standard for flat trackers today. Al 
Gunter was the first racer to start 
hardening and cutting Pirellis for dirt 
track competition. The trick really did 
let the fast guys go faster and he started 
to turn a half a second a lap faster on 
the half-mile than the guys that weren’t 
into his little secret. Chevrons were the 
hot tire then, of pre-WW II 
manufacture, and everybody was 
running them or trying to get hold of 


them. Except Al Gunter, who was 
besting them on his hardened, cut 
Pirellis. 


During the years he was running at 
Ascot, he was also working in R & D for 
Bell helmets. With his usual common 
sense approach, Al figured that if the 
top and back of a racer’s head needed 
protection then the front of it could 
stand some, too. He finally talked Bell 
into building a full coverage helmet for 
him to try at Ascot. This was the 
prototype of the Bell Star. 

“I kept working to get.as small an 
eye opening as was feasible so the rider 
would have the most protection. Of 
course, if his head was completely 
covered that would be the best 
protection, but then he’d for sure need 
it, too.” The original Bell Stars had 
much smaller vision slits than the ones 


sold today. Part of the reason for 
enlarging the opening reflects Als 
experience, 


“When I was really getting it together 
and full of beans, I felt comfortable 
with the small vision opening. It was the 
"Um a winner’ feeling and nothing 
bothered me. When I got back to racing 
after my crash, I felt that I couldn’t see 
what was happening. It was almost 
claustrophobic in there.” It was a 
matter of mental attitude and control. 
Since most riders and racers don’t 
always have the “winner” feel of a flat 
track Expert, it’s a good thing the vision 
area was opened up some more. 

That crash is the one thing AI is still 
sensitive about, even a little reluctant to 
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buttoned up. 


talk about. He was doing essentially 
demonstration racing for a major 
manufacturer and went down very, very 
hard. He suffered a severe head injury, a 
contusion of the brain, that unsettled 
him for some time. His vision was 
affected and, even today, the head 
injury is something that has clearly 
changed him. 

“It’s hard to explain,’ he offers. 
“You have. to experience it to know 
how something like that can affect 
you.” It’s an experience to pass up. 
Post-accident investigation of the 
helmet: looking at how much the liner 
had been compressed, etc. revealed that 
if he had been’ wearing a Star, or a 
helmet with a Star liner, that he 
probably would not even have been 
knocked out. You can tell he still thinks 
about that crash from time to time. 

Al Gunter is a complex man. He has 
many more dimensions than most 
athletes, or racers. He was first a racer. 
Then he got into the engines and was, 
by most accounts, the best 
engine-builder racing in the big time. His 
innovations with frame and tires have 
already been mentioned. Most people in 
motorcycling focus on one aspect, but 
he had to have the whole thing working 
together. 

Dick Mann indicates in his 
forthcoming book that Al became a 
vegetarian to try to stay in better 
physical condition, rather than eating 
the greaseburgers that were standard 
fare while on the road. Al says, no, it 
was primarily a part of his philosophy. 
He didn’t feel right eating another 
animal just because it wasn’t as 
intelligent as him, It was a hard thing to 
keep up, though, since it was difficult to 
get enough protein when traveling 
around if you were, in fact, a vegetarian. 

Even though he has mellowed a bit, 
there is still the underlying spark, like 
banked embers, of the Al Gunter who

wouldn’t take abuse from a copy that 
outweighed him by a hundred pounds 
and, once convinced he was right, would 
fight for something on principle. Both 
literally and figuratively. It is mainly a 
reflection of the feistiness and 
aggressiveness it takes to win races. 
Meeting Al, he is almost shy, naturally 
modest, and mainly exhibits a very high 
regard for the other men he raced 
against. 

The car racing career never worked 
out. He was fast enough and was 
supposed to ride for Mickey Thompson 
in one of the factory Corvettes. Among 
other things, the fact that this 
motorcycle racer was turning faster lap 
times cause some resentment among the 
other riders and Al isn’t the type who 
backs down from a confrontation. 
Carroll Shelby indicated that he might 
have a ride in one of the Team Cobras 
for Al, but shortly thereafter, Ford 
withdrew its support from international 
racing. 

An onsalught of personal problems 
forced Al out of the active racing scene 
and. the name Al Gunter was rmembered 
only by some of the older heads, mainly 
in the “What ever happened to Al 
Gunter?” context. 

One thing that happened to him 
recently is that his old racing buddy, 
Dick Mann, got Al to build and flow 
test the head for a new BSA engine. Al 
got the work done. Mann got the engine 
together and went out and won his first 
National Mile. This year, at Homewood, 
Illinois. Bugs put the same engine in his 
TT frame and won a National TT the 
following week. His fifth time at Peoria. 

They were his first wins on the 
National circuit this season. That should 
be evidence that Gunter, and Mann, are 
alive and well and still doing a job on 
smooth track motors. 

Could it just be that Al Gunter is still 
ahead of his time? 
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Now, for the first time ever,

RECORD NUMBER. OF IMPORTS 


Another banner year for motorcycle 
imports is in the offing according to the 
most recent data available from the U.S.

Through May of 1972, some 815,296 
motorcycles had been imported to the 
United States. This represents 53 
percent of the 1,538,603 bikes brought 
into the country during all of 1971. 

The value of these machines is $314 
million, or more than 63 percent of the 
total value of motorcycles imported last 
year.

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Few of the lucky fans who witnessed the 
inaugural running of the Champion Spark 
Plug Motorcycle Classic will forget that day 
last October. Motorcycle Weekly called it 
“some of the toughest road racing ever seen 
in this country.” Popular Cycling summed it 
up: “It was the type of racing you had to see 
to believe — you should have been there, 

you really should?’ 

In case you weren't, you’ve got a second 
chance on October 1 to see the world’s 
longest, toughest, richest road race... The 
second running of the Champion Spark Plug 
Motorcycle Classic. A blistering 250-mile 
road race divided into three parts.

I don’t believe I am psychlogically 
suited for the great fluctuation of 
emotions that have been flooding us the 
past few months. I mean, I get myself 
all charged up to fight the system and 
Ron Sloan, Mike Henshaw et al trot up 
to Sacramento and get things squared 
away. It is like pushing with all your 
might on a door and suddenly having 
someone open it. The result being that 
you usually fall on your face. 

In case you haven’t read it 
somewhere else already, here’s what was 
accomplished in Sacramento. BLM has 
agreed that District 37 is a responsible 
organization...Whoopee! We may have 
to put a performance bond in an 
amount up to $1000.00. It is now at the 
discretion of the district BLM manager, 
and based on the past performance of 
the club. 

Stump Jumpers informed me that 
BLM advised them they will not have to 
put a bond. Insurance has been waived 
unless we charge admission for 
spectators. Otherwise, anybody coming 
to watch a race or act as pit crew does 
so at their own risk. We do not have to 
furnish chemical toilets, but we do have 
to supply some sort of sanitary 
facilities. 

The two dollar or 10% use-fee rake 
off has temporarily been waived. | 
suppose that is the most important part. 
We were all ready to go to war over 
paying tribute. And, we do not have to 
furnish notarized permission from 
landowners. whose property we cross. 
We do have to give BLM a letter 
certifying that we have contacted or 


attempted to contact all land owners 
and that none of them refused 
permission to pass. We will also be 
required to have first aid and ambulance 
services, but then we always do, don’t 
we. Can we contemplate a race without 
Rescue 3? 

Doctor George Magallon, who has 
been writing those valuable articles on 
racing and your bod, is a real person. I 
met him out in the desert a few weeks 
ago and was fascinated to find a real 
honest-to-goodness M.D. racing a 
motorcycle. George is a member of 
100’s M.C., a practicing physician, and 
is associated with Endura Vitamins 
which are supposed to be formulated 
for athletic competition, like racing. Dr. 
Magallon swears he is over 40 but looks 
to me like about 26. Perhaps he will give 
us his diet or whatever it is he uses to 
say young-looking. 

A close friend of mine recently 
purchased a new van to use in his desert 
«cing adventures. He insisted that he 
must have one of those racks for 
carrying the spare tire on the back door. 
His indulgent spouse forked over the 
$20.00 and bought the contraption for 
him. Wouldn’t you know that his very 
first official act after mounting said tire 
was to open the back door and break 
out the taillight? 

The Dusters M.C. may hold the 
record for fewest. injuries at a desert 
race. Only eight persons injured. So few, 
in fact, that Rescue 3 came around after 
the race looking for more business.

McElroy, Secretary-Treasurer of the 


Seems Jack and Roy felt 
they should attend one desert function, 
although neither raced this one, so they 
wouldn't forget what desert is all about. 
Nice to know that our board members 
are interested in the sport. 

One well-known racer got a new 
frame for his motorcycle. He was 
installing the forks on the frame with a 
great deal of help from his 15 month-old 
son. Seems that he came up short three 
ball bearings and since he didn’t have 
any spare quarter-inch ball bearings in 
his spare parts box and it was well past 
dinner time, he decided to leave the job 
until he could go down to the place 
where he got the frame and get the rest 
of his parts, 

Next morning, father and son rose 
bright and early to get back to work and 
when father changed junior’s pants, 
(Yes, some fathers do change pants.) lo 
and behold, the missing bearings. This is 
a true story, sworn to me by (he 
grandparents of the ball bearing eating 
future motorcyclist.

The Enduro Rules Committee held a 
meeting recently and I learned that 
those Enduro riders really gotta hustle 
to get any points. Now in the desert, we 
pay points to Experts in one column, 
move over two columns and pay points 
to Amateurs, move one more column 
and pay points to Novices. Enduros 
only use one column. That means that 
in a max points run only 43 riders get 
points. They are changing it though, and 
will now pay “A” riders in the first 
column and move over two columns and 
pay points to “B” riders. They could 
move over another column and also pay 


“C” riders, but they only have A and B. 
What that means is that an additional 40 
people will now earn points in Enduros. 
They also discussed the New England 
Interval System of keeping score, but 
that really got booed and hissed off the 
floor. Funny, but it seemed so much 
simpler to me. Perhaps because I have 
never tried to score an Enduro and don’t 
know the old system all that well and 
would have nothing to forget, just 
something new to learn. 

We recently discovered a form of 
racing that has been around for a long 
time, but just managed to escape our 
attention. It was one of those open 
weekends when we feel sort of loose 
ends... means, what do people do when 
they aren’t either racing, on their way 
to the desert or trying to recover from a 
race? Well, some of them go to 
Speedway races. It really is fascinating.

I note that John McCowan is a 
Novice, while Kookie is an Expert. Of 
course Kookie is first dog a lot oftener 
than John is first Novice person, so he 
did transfer much faster. But don’t the 
other Novices feel it is unfair 
competition to have Kookie coaching 
John, as it were, sitting up there on the 
tank, telling him how to react to various 
situations. Now just think how much 
better all of you could ride if you had 
J.N. riding along with you telling you, 
“O.K., now, give her a little more gas.” 
and hot tips of that sort. I don’t want to 
be a trouble-maker, but then I don’t 
want the rest of you Novices to be 
short-changed.

Western States Motocross hosted the 
second race in what is to become a 
regular schedule of weekly MX. 

The 120+ riders who showed up for 
the All-Junior affair bore witness to a 
marked change in the personality of 
Muntz racing. Gone are the rocks, dust, 
and Mickey Mouse organization of yore, 
replaced instead by professional track 
preparation and more competent 
officials.

LIVERMORE, CAL., Aug. 20, 1972 — 
From time to time, a report about a 
motorcycle “marathon” finds its way 
into the CN offices. They usually 
mention something about who won 
what class and what track it was at and 
boy, was it long, with some pictures of 
Le Mans starts and the like. Our 
curiosity was piqued, aroused and 
otherwise stimulated to find out exactly 
what this strange thing was going on in 
Northern California. 

Journeying out to Camegie Cycle 
Park, and climbing over the steep, 
oak-studded hills, the journeying 
journalist is confronted with a mile long 
motocross track on which about 40 
bikes are flying around at the usual 
wheel-chattering speeds. 

The catch is that they were doing 
this for two hours straight in each 
displacement class. Two riders, one 
bike, and flat out racing for two full 
hours, trading off at the riders’ 
individual discretion. This is called 
marathon and it takes a well-prepared 
bike ‘and well-conditioned riders to ride 
this brutal event. Some iron men, such 
as loner Pat McKenna, who just dropped 
by to go racing, ride the full two hours 
solo. That is an accomplishment. (Pat 
ran out of gas after an hour and fifteen 
minutes while running fifth in the 250 
class.)

CMC North 
including Carl Cranke’ and Dave 
Longcor both on Pentons, but the real 
meat ot the event is the dicing for 
position and the tests of endurance 
among the everyday Novices in the 
middle of the pack. Just to keep going 
at speed for that long should make the 
10 minute moto specialists at some 
tracks think about how neat their wins 
really are. 

The good points of marathon racing 
are numerous. Among them, when a 
given class (125, 250 or Open) is 
through with their two hours of racing, 
they’re through and go home without 
waiting around for three hours to ride 
another moto or heat or semi or 
whatever. Marathon puts a premium on 
endurance, personal conditioning and 
bike preparation, in addition to speed. 
The object is to go the most number of 
laps in two hours, so time out for 
repairs hurts your lap total just as much 
as going slow. 

The CMC North course at Carnegie 
made your work the whole time, 
according to almost all the riders. There 
was no place to sit down and take a rest. 
If you backed off, you got passed. Zap. 
And you do get a lot of riding in, more 
than more motocross or scrambles riders 
are ready for. It’s a very thorough test 
of man and machine.

observed in trying to run a marathon. 
Most obvious is track preparation and 
keeping it in condition during two solid 
hours of racing. The surface tends to get 
slippery in some corners and, unless it’s 
rained, dusty all over. The water truck 
at Carnegie couldn’t physically reach 
some of the steep uphill and gully 
portions of the course, which made for 
blind flying on some laps. 

Controlling the exchange point for 
the rider trade-off is another problem, 
mainly one of safety. Everybody wants 
to have the most advantageous spot, and 
that was sometimes too near the track. 
Cherry-pickin’ is as much a problem as 
at any other type of event. One solution 
is to run a displacement class only and 
give lots of trophies.

A PLAN OF ACTION FOR THE 


LAND USE PROBLEM 
by Ron Schneiders 

It’s no secret that off-road racing and 
perhaps all off road racing are now 
threatened by extinction. Multiple guns 
have been brought to bear on us in the 
form of off-road registration, BLM 
regulations and the- Presidential 
Proclamation. When riders ask 
hopelessly, “What can we do?” the only 
answer has been — up until now — write 
letters and attend meetings. Letters do a 
lot of good, especially in certain 
situations, notably when some piece of 
detrimental legislation is in process and 
the legislators can be persuaded that 
votes will be lost if they vote the wrong 
way. Letters directed at the land use 
agencies though, are less effective. The 
men involved do not have to stand 
election every few years; they can 
ignore letters with impunity. Something 
stronger is needed. And I am happy to 
report that it is available. 

According to the Attorney for the 
CORL group (that’s the California 
Outdoor Recreation League) two 
actions appear feasible. First we can sue 
J.R. Penny and seek to obtain a 
permanent injunction prohibiting him 
from putting his new regulations into 
effect. He appears to be on very shaky 
legal ground on several issues, most 
importantly with regard to fees. A 
section from a federal law would appear 
to specifically prohibit the charging of 
fees where no development or service is 
offered. 

Secondly, we can seek to obtain a 
permanent injunction prohibiting the 
implementation of Presidential Order 
11644, maming the Secretaries of 
Interior, Agriculture, and Defense and 
the Manager of the TVA in the suit. It 
has been stated that the Presidential 
Order has the effect of law. But under 
our system of government, or what is 
left of it, only Congress has the right to 
make laws. Penny has been saying that 
his action has been required by the 
Presidential Order. But the Presidential 
Order makes no mention of fees 
whatever. I am not a lawyer and it may 
well be that the action taken will be 
somewhat different from what I have 
suggested. But the effect will be to stop 
Penny and stop the implimentation of 
the Presidential Order. 


I opposed fighting the off-road 
vehicle registration act as being a loser’s 
play and thus a waste of time and 
money, but this appears to be 
something we could win. If we did 
nothing but delay the implementation 
of these orders for a couple years, we 
would be winners. We would have time 
to show why areas should not be 
classified as wilderness or whatever and 
time to work out some of the problems. 
And the agencies would have to start 
taking us seriously because we would 
have shown that we can stop their plans. 
Very possibly we could win totally and 
force the agencies to go to Congress and 
obtain a proper law if they want to tax 
us. And in this case we have some 
recourse. Among other things we can 
vote out congressmen and presidents 
who are in favor of discriminatory 
legislation. 

A Wilshire Blvd. law firm has 
submitted a firm quote of $25,000 to 
file suit on our behalf and carry it (the 
Presidential Order) to the Supreme 
Court if necessary. They are land law 
specialists. They will also seek to obtain 
the preliminary injunction to prohibit 
implementation of the Presidential 
order. $25,000 is dirt cheap for this 
kind of legal service. It is the opinion of 
the CORL attorney that $2500 would 
suffice to stop Penny. $3.00 from every 
member of the District would cover 
both actions. That’s less than the fees 
that you'll pay to the BLM for two 
races if this new set of regulations goes 
into effect. 

This is not something that we can 
afford to wait on. The BLM orders may 
become operational in 30 days or less. 
Nor can we assume that someone else 
will do it for us. This action has already 
been suggested to the AMA and the MIC 
and their action is, “Sue the president? 
Ridiculous! We're supporting the 
president and congratulating him on the 
presidential order!” And this while 
we're being squeezed out of our riding 
areas. The AMA and the MIC are both 
sold lock, stock, and barrel to President 
Nixon and are not about to do anything 
to embarass him, especially during an 
election year. In case you didn’t know 
it, the heads of several industries and 
publications have flown to Washington 
at Nixon’s expense to participate in the 
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plans of the Committee to re-elect the 
President. And Bill 
managing the AMA’s political activity 
on the club level is a member of the 
firm that is handling President Nixon’s 
campaign publicity. I repeat, we cannot 
expect help from these sources. In fact, 
if we attempt to oppose the Presidential 
Order in the courts, we can probably 
expect active opposition from the AMA. 

I would like to suggest that District 
37 consider assessing each club an 
amount of money equal to $3.00 per 
club member. If the District will agree 
to raise the money, The CORL

Then on Saturday, September 
23, a TT steeplechase with the National 
stars in town will be held at regular

AMA REVIEWS 250-360 MOTOR 
RULE 


Following a request for review by the 
AMA Competition Congress rider 
representatives, the AMA Executive 
Committee has examined the 
controversial “250-360” motor rule 
passed by the 1971 Congress. The rule, 
slated to become effective January 1, 
1973, states: 

“Novice riders will be limited to 
equipment with maximum piston 
displacement of 250cc for two stroke 
multi-cylinder engines and 360cc for all 
other types of engines.” The formula 
applies also to Junior and Expert riders 
on short tracks. 

Appeals from various rider 
representatives requested that the AMA 
Executive Committee overrule the 
congress which. it is empowered to do 
under the by-laws. However, pursuing 
its policy to avoid overruling 
congressional action, the committee has 
determined to let the rule stand. 

All rules” affecting basic motor 
changes that may be enacted by the 
1972 Competition Congress when it 
convenes in October, will got into effect 
January 1, 1974.
